A Step Forward 


For years health authorities have 


been aware of the fact that, al- 
though American medical science 
Pranks with the highest in the world 
the application of this science to 
the country’s health needs has been 
very inadequate. But the American 
Medical Association has fought al- 
* most every move towards reform 
= or improvement. 


When President Truman appoint- 
Sed a Commission on the Health 
Needs of the Nation, the member- 
ship of which included some of the 
most highly respected medical 
scientists and practitioners in Amer- 
ica, the American Medical Associ- 
H ation as usual opposed the Com- 
mission’s efforts. After a full year 
of work, the Commission has rec- 
ommended that: (1) Federal funds 
should be made available to in- 
crease medical personnel training, 
expand medical schools, increase 
hospital facilities, etc.; (2) Federal 
aid should be used to remove the 
economic barriers which now large- 
ly restrict the number of young 
men who can study 
(3) Federal authority should aid in 
training Negro doctors and, for the 
sake of efficiency, segregation 
should end in all medical services; 
(4) organized medicine should re- 
vise its attitude toward group (co- 
Op) practice and clinical services; 
(5) voluntary prepaid health insur- 
ance should be expanded to cover 
all illnesses and should be put in 
reach of all citizens. There were 
other important recommendations 
—almost all of which have been 
bitterly opposed by the AMA. But 
the AMA no longer represents the 
views of many thousands of young 
doctors who are, to a great extent, 
In open rebellion against the AMA 
and who now have a rallying point 
to force a complete reform on 
AMA policies. A far step forward 
has been taken in public health.

ISENHOWER AND KOREA: Public sentiment and concern now 

centers on what the new Eisenhower Administration can do about 
the Korean war. And there were those campaign promises. But the fact 
is that little or nothing can be done to bring prompt visible results. We 
are operating thousands of miles from home, in a vast maelstrom of po- 
litical, economic and racial transition, which is beyond our understand- 
ing and power to control, while the Communists are operating at their 
front doorstep and out of the very core of Asia’s life of which they are 


. an integral part. 


Think this over and you can see that the more guns and generals 
we have sent out the greater our difficulties have become. It is a prob- 
lem in social philosophy, beyond the grasp of most generals. Our dilem- 
ma centers in the fact that the atheistic Communists are much more 
concerned with social philosophy than with guns, while we, a Christian 
nation, operate chiefly with guns. 

Stalin is keeping all of Asia stirred against us, and this he has not 
found hard to do — when our bombing has already destroyed thousands 
of Korean communities and hundreds of thousands of Korean civilians 
and we constantly threaten to attack distant Chinese cities in the same 
manner. In this way Stalin can keep shoving Asian troops at us — and 
he knows what it costs us to kill one Asian Communist (it’s several thou- 
sand dollars). With Stalin it is simple arithmetic — keep the Asians 
stirred against us, keep feeding us Asian Communists and thus drain our 
economy and life blood in the futile conflict that can actually gain us no 
advantage, for if we took all of Korea, we couldn’t hold it against a ma- 
jor Russian assault for more than 30 days. We would then have to fall 
back to Japan, as our own military strategists freely admit. 

HOW WELL EISENHOWER SERVES America depends upon 
his meeting these fundamental facts that are hard to see and deal with 
because they are all covered over by our own military thinking, our na- 
tional and racial pride, our own propaganda which we strangely feed to 
ourselves in large quantities — instead of to the enemy. Eisenhower is 
out of uniform. His success will probably depend upon whether or not he 
can get his mind out of uniform. We are hoping that he can and wiil, 
for he certainly has been the least militaristic of the military chiefs. 


AC ARTHUR AND EISENHOWER: There is no solution in a 

collaboration between Eisenhower and Gen. MacArthur on Ko- 
rean planning which has been the favorite project of some of the influ- 
ential conservative GOP-ers. Although all recognize MacArthur to be 
an able and experienced commander, he has shown disastrous blind spots 
along the very line we are dealing with. Two notable examples of this 
are common conversation in military circles in Washington: MacArthur 
was convinced in 1941 that the Japanese would never attack the Philip- 
pines which lie on Japan’s flank. MacArthur ordered his aide, who at 
that time was Lt. Col. Dwight Eisenhower, to forward a memorandum 
to Washington, setting forth why it was inconceivable that the Japanese 
would attack the Philippines. Ike decided that he could not conscien- 
tiously write such a memorandum and was retired to the States by his 
commanding officer. MacArthur continued to insist that Japan would 
never attack the Philippines, even after Japanese planes had begun to 
bomb Clark Field near Manila. 


A similar misconception was a factor in the Korean war. After

New U.S. Labor Leaders 


Walter Reuther and George 
Meany are the two names that will 
now be heard most prominently in 
labor-industrial relations during the 
years to come. As the new titular 
heads of the great CIO and AFL 
unions, both men bring entirely 
different techniques, philosophies 
and personalities to the field of in- 
dustrial relations. Contrary to im- 
pressions often created by the anti- 
labor sentiments prevailing in much 
of the press, both men are strong in 
their conviction that labor-indus- 
trial relations should remain inde- 
pendent of government controls; 
thus both are opposed to the devel- 
opment of such state domination as 
would lead to either socialism or 
communism. 

GEORGE MEANY is a devout, 
liberal - minded Catholic Jayman, 
representative of the progressive 
enlightened wing of the Catholic 
Church in America. This is reveal- 
ed in his stern refusal to cooperate 
with the Vatican-sponsored labor 
federations of Italy, France and 
Spain which the Pope authorized 
ta combat the Communist-domin- 
ation of labor in Catholic Italy and 
France. Meany has fought to keep 
the world labor movement free 
from both Red controls and the 
church - backed fascist infiltrations 
from Italy, Franco’s Spain, Argen- 
tina, etc. 

No amount of church pressure 
in this country and abroad has suf- 
ficed to swing him away from his 
views. Consequently he has been a 
prominent leader in the organiza- 
tion of the World Federation of 
Free Labor which has become one 
of the most potent forces against 
communism in ail parts of the 
world. 

WALTER REUTHER, who is 
also a devout churchman (Luther- 
an), started his union career with 
a strong Socialistic leaning, but ob- 
servations here and abroad con- 
vinced him of the corrupting in-

fluence of power on Socialist ideals 
— where the Socialists and Marx- 
have controlled the state — 
and renewed his confidence in the 
potentialities of the American free 
economic system. Reuther preaches 
that our economic development, 
promoted through the principles of 
Christian sharing, will secure the 
maximum standard of living for all 
people while perpetuating econom- 
ic and political freedoms. Reuther’s 
experiences abroad have made him 
distrustful of all centralized govern- 
ment authority, but he believes that 
the government should regulate 
trade and commerce wherever nec- 
essary and enforce a just distribu- 
tion of a nation’s wealth wherever 
selfishness blocks the way. 

That still puts him considerably 
to the left of the National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers which has 
fought all government regulations 
over business, but industrial leaders 
who have had intimate association 
with Reuther praise him for his 
ability, his success in overcoming 
the wild cat strikes and other labor 
disturbances that once plagued the 
motor industry and for his close ad- 
herence to his commitments. An- 
other thing that has given Reuther 
strength in labor ranks has been his 
personal forthrightness and sincer- 
ity. At present his total salary as 
the head of the national CIO and 
as president of his Auto Workers 
union is $11,250 in contrast to 
Meany’s salary of $25,000 and the 
salary of Reuther’s predecessor, 
Philip Murray, who_ received 
$40,000 a year. Some AFL salaries 
run as high as $50,000 a year and 
more. 

Reuther has introduced many 
modern innovations in the CIO 
procedures, and thus has become a 
skillful and factual negotiator, 
causing several big business repre- 
sentatives — who earn as much in 
a month as Reuther does in a year 
—to remark wistfully “We wish 
Walter was on our side.” 

The important factor, for the 
Christian layman, is that both of 
these men, who now take the high- 
est positions in the ranks of in- 
dustrial-labor relations, are ardent 
churchmen of deep spiritual con- 
victions and are noted for their 
strong anti-Communist attitudes. 
Reuther’s conflict with radicals and 
gambling gangsters in the union 
ranks almost cost him his life. He 
and his brother, Victor, have both 
suffered severe gunshot wounds 
from attacks from such sources.

MacArthur’s brilliant Inchon landing, he remained sure that the Chinese 
Communists would never enter the Korean war, regardless of how far 
north into Korea the UN armies advanced. Warned repeatedly by his col- 
leagues, MacArthur never did surrender his view that China would not 
come in until it was too late and his armies were hopelessly surrounded 
by the Chinese! (See Marquis Childs’ column, Washington Post, Dec. 27, 
for details). So while the conservative GOP press keeps pushing for Mac- 
Arthur to be recognized in Ike’s planning, the younger crop of generals 
will have none of MacArthur’s advice. 

ALL EISENHOWER CAN DO in a military way is to continue 
the build-up of the South Korean forces to replace a larger percentage of 
American Gls and plan to use any of Chiang kai-Shek’s forces that can 
be made available, although the American public has been misled on the 
potentialities of Chiang kai-Shek — either as a returning leader or the 
possessor of an effective army. American congressmen and other VIPs, 
even American missionary leaders, who visit Formosa, are extended a 
flattering reception by the Chiangs and, after a few parades over For- 
mosa Island, go home praising Chiang, his regime and his army. But 
American newsmen stationed on Formosa present a very different pic- 
ture, although some of these same newsmen complain that their own 
publishers will not print the truth they send back about Formosa, be- 
cause, as wealthy Republicans, the publishers want their headlines to fit 
into the GOP Taft-MacArthur line that Chiang can pull America’s chest- 
nuts out of Asia’s fire. 

The newsmen uniformly report that, while Chiang has cleaned 
up somewhat his own regime on Formosa, there is still much corruption 
which is deftly kept from the visitors’ eyes; that there are far too many 
generals and admirals (and no navy!); that a suppressed volcano of re- 
bellion seethes among the Formosan people whom Chiang butchered and 
exploited during his first year on the island. Out of the 500,000 troops 
who parade before visitors, less than 30,000 are equipped and depend- 
ably trained for battle. It would take a long and costly effort to further 
train and equip enough of Chiang’s armies to make much of a dent in 
the Korean situation. No doubt Eisenhower will and should do his ut- 
most to utilize any resources of men and materials that Chiang can af- 
ford, but Chiang offers no easy solution to Korea. 


SYCHOLOGICAL WARFARE: The most fruitful prospect of a 

solution to the Korean war is found in an entirely different field of 
effort from that of military action — psychological warfare. The U. S. 
hasn’t even started to use psychological weapons as yet. The total spent 
by the American Government annually on propaganda hardly reaches 
$150 million while Russia is known to be spending the equivalent of a 
billion and a half dollars per year! (U. S. News, Jan. 2, ’53) About a 
year ago a start was made towards building up our psychological war- 
fare when Truman appointed the Psychological Strategy Board. But 
because there are no profits in propaganda and psychological weapons 
comparable to those in tanks, ships, planes, textiles for uniforms, etc., 
the Psychological Strategy Board has been left to drift. For years many 
Christian lay voices have urged the Government to give more attention 
to the psychological forces that might be lifted against communism, in 
order that we might in some way curtail the devastating economic drain 
of militarism. But now since our military power is stalemated, we are 
being forced to use psychological weapons. 

The idea that we cannot penetrate the iron curtain is false. Ra- 
dio broadcasts, leaflets dropped from balloons, utilization of and coop- 
eration with the underground channels has already made the iron curtain 
into a sieve in many places (See BTL, Feb. 15, 52) The reason we are so 
hopeful on this is because American broadcasts have already effectively 
harassed the Russians in Europe and our leaflet bombs have become 
a formidable factor in Korea where we are now dropping two and a half 
million leaflets daily. We can hopefully expect an acceleration and ex- 
pansion of our psychological warfare methods in the coming months. 
Watch for news of this, for along with our other constructive efforts, 
such as Point Four, etc., it will be our first omen of victory over Com- 
munist expansion. 


EBUILD EUROPEAN UNITY: Narrow nationalism in this country 

/ has been hacking away at our allies and the UN until now the U.S. 
is all but isolated. With England becoming increasingly reluctant, France 
backing away, we are standing almost alone. Although the American 
public, blinded by this nationalism so prevalent in much of our press 
channels, is hardly aware of the danger of our position, a fresh real- 
ization has come to the Eisenhower leadership that America must keep 
her allies. With the UN caught in the locked grip of the cold war, we 
need a much stronger Western democratic union, something beyond 
NATO which is but a military alliance, and a shaky one at that. 


Consequently you will soon see that Eisenhower’s aim is not

Russia became a pressing danger in 
the European mind, Bevan would 
rise to power as a representative 
of the strong neutralism felt jn 
England and as a possible bridge 
of compromise between Russian 
and U. S. interests. A growing re. 
sentment in England against Amer. 
ican military extremism and the in-! 
sistence of American leadership 
that everything must give way to 
military preparation — whether 
Europeans eat or not — was at that 
time thrusting Bevan forward as 
the most powerful element in La. 
borite leadership. But as the threat 
of war has subsided in Europe, 
James Griffiths, who like Bevan 
came to prominence out of the 
Welsh coal mines, has gained a 
growing discipleship for his more 
moderate views in terms of a mixed 
economy rather than the all-out, 
socialism of Bevan. Not at all spec- 
tacular like Bevan, Griffiths has 
served quietly and without fanfare 
as an effective and able official. 
Griffiths’ voice is one of concilia- 
tion and compromise in contrast to 
the strident revolutionary oratory 
of Bevan. Like most of the Labor- 
ites, Griffiths is a very religious 
man and a nonconformist — that 
is, a member of a free evangelical 
faith, independent of the State 
Church of England.

CAPITALISM is being under- 
mined by the capitalists themselves 
far more effectively than by the 
Communists or Socialists. At al- 
most any time some commercial 
product is being pushed by tre- 
mendous waves of advertising, 
which filches from consumers’ pock- 
ets millions of dollars — with the 
inevitable revelation in the offing 
that the product has been promoted 
before it has been adequately tested 
for human consumption. 

A few months ago the great 
Hadacol bubble burst, exposing 
one of the most crude commercial 
piracies of modern times. Not only 
did the public finally discover that 
the product had little medicinal 
value but thousands of retail mer- 
chants were left with costly quan- 
tities of unsalable products. 

THE LATEST BUBBLE to burst 
is the chlorophyll racket which has 
been promoted with all the skill 
and conscienceless ballyhoo the ad- 
vertisers could cook up. As you 
no doubt have read, the chlorophyll 
pills, soaps, shampoos, (even for 
dogs), chewing gum, etc. — which 
were sold as deodorants and gen- 
eral miracle-working potions—are 
now believed by scientists to be of 
little or no value. Moreover, there 
is evidence that the continued use 
of these “chlorophyll” products 
could release poisonous minerals 
into the blood stream. Tests are 
now being made to determine the 
exact nature of such deposits as 
copper sulphate salts, etc., and 
their influence on the human body. 
Johns Hopkins research men’ re- 
ported that chlorophyll commercial 
compounds do not really contain 


' the chlorophyll of nature at all but 
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a chemical compound that is unas- 
similable in the human system. On 
the other hand, many of these so- 
called chlorophyll products contain 
such infinitesimal quantities of 
even this synthetic chlorophyll that 
scientists state that the product 
could probably be neither harmful 
nor helpful! Most chlorophyll den- 
tifrices, mouth washes, etc., contain 
just enough of the chlorophyll 
chemical for coloring and have little 
medicinal or deodorant properties. 

PUBLIC PROTECTION: The 
only way the public is protected 
against such errors in judgment 
and racketeering is by the policing 
efforts of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, But the FTC is continually 
subject to attacks from powerful 
groups in Congress and in the press 
and radio, who are subservient to 
the drug, patent medicine manu- 
facturers and advertising concerns. 
There attacks usually portray the 
FTC as an “enemy of free enter- 
Prise” with free enterprise appar- 
ently interpreted as freedom to poi- 
son and rob the public without le- 
gal interference. Since the manu- 


facturers and advertising firms in-

only to keep the UN functioning as an international organization so that 
we can at least keep the world from completely breaking in half, but also 
to organize a closer union of the Western Democracies as a fundamental 
and absolutely necessary basis for survival. Congress must realize that 
while we may not like the socialism of England, or the left-wing labor 
unions of France or the financial policy of Italy, the Western democratic 
nations must draw much closer together in a new spirit of good will and 
political and commercial cooperation — something after the pattern of 
the Atlantic Union movement, — or fall before the creeping disintegra- 
tion of economic and political revolution. To see in dramatic detail the 
absolute necessity of this closer union, read historian Arnold Toynbee’s 
great essay, “The Next Step in History,” in Look Magazine for Nov. 18, 
*52. Dr. Toynbee shows, (1) that the present period of stress is not a new 
and passing crisis but is a normal part of the long process of history; 
(2) that survival against revolutionary disintegration necessitates unity 
and organization which in turn requires a surrender of selfish sovereign- 
ty: (3) that there is no alternative — we face organization and selfless 
unity — or disintegration and destruction. 


HE REAL AND PRESENT DANGER: The greatest dangers that 

now face American freedom and our traditions of life and liberty 
are coming from within. The cliques of self-promoting, professional 
witch-hunters in Congress — McCarthy, McCarran, et al — have an- 
nounced that the next step “in the eradication of communism from 
American life” will be congressional investigations of American colleges 
and universities. 

There has been need for a more careful scrutiny of the infiltra- 
tion of Marxist thinking and Communist activity on American college 
campuses. But if the same irresponsible and distorted accusations, which 
have recently made the American congressional scene a travesty of honor 
and justice, are now focussed on American halls of learning, the American 
way of life faces more danger than if several shiploads of trained Commu- 
nist saboteurs were turned loose on our shores. The FBI could take care of 
the former but the witch-hunters can knife our Lady of Liberty to death 
while shouting patriotic slogans — as did the Hitler Bund and the early 
Bolsheviks. 

Just as a bi-partisan committee, standing above politics and repre- 
senting the responsible elements of the legislative, judicial and executive 
branches of Government, could have effectively purged the Govern- 
ment of Communist infiltration, punishing the guilty while protecting 
the innocent, so could a national commission of governmental and edu- 
cational leaders deal fairly and justly with communistic influence on the 
American college campus without danger to the American traditions of

volved in this report are some of 
the largest in America it cannot be 
said that these instances are trivial 
and unusual. There are thousands 
of enlightened business men and 
companies who do support the FTC 
and sincerely cooperate in all health 
regulations, but there are far too 
many large producers whose moral 
code is “If you can get away with 
it, it’s o.k.” 

ANOTHER RECENT BUBBLE 
to burst is the suds bubble of the 
“no-rinse” detergents. Four lead- 
ing manufacturers have recently 
signed agreements with the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to discon- 
tinue the dishonest advertising claims 
that their detergents wash clothes 
clean without rinsing. Lever Broth- 
ers, Colgate-Palmolive-Peet, Proctor 
& Gamble and the Theobald Indus- 
tries, makers of such sudsy products 
as Tide, Cheer, Surf, Fab, etc., have 
been forced to admit that there is 
no scientific or even sensible basis 
for their exaggerations and dis- 
honest advertising claims that 
clothes do not need rinsing to be 
sanitary and clean following the 
use of their products. Since mil- 
lions of boxes of these detergents 
are still on the store shelves, it 
will be interesting to watch how 
the manufacturers manage to un- 
load the no-rinse products. Will 
they do what others have done— 
leave the little retail merchant in 
the suds—to take the loss? Or 
will they continue their dishonest 
advertising with slightly altered 
words and phrases, hoping to un- 
load before the FTC catches up 
with them again, or will they have 
the courage to play fair, withdraw 
their product and label the material 
honestly? The irony is that the de- 
tergents are useful products which 
could have been promoted solely 
on their real merits. 

CIGARETTES: The FTC must 
police the cigarette manufacturers 
constantly to keep them honest and 
reasonably fair to the public. Many 
medical journals have recently 
warned of the increased evidences 
that cigarette smoking causes car- 
dio-vascular diseases. Because of 
these warnings to the smoking pub- 
lic, cigarette advertisers have been 
going all out to imply that their 
special brand does not irritate 
throat tissues, etc. Within recent 
weeks, the FTC has issued restrain- 
ing orders against the “less irritat- 
ing” claims of Chesterfields, Cam- 
els, Old Golds, Lucky Strikes, and a 
similar order is currently pending 
against Philip Morris for making 
the same dishonest claims. FTC 
research has shown that all tobac- 
cos used in cigarette manufacturing, 
regardless of the brand, have about 
the same irritating influences on 
human membranes and about the 


same amount of nicotine and other

irritating and poisoning substances. 
The general medical view is that 
the body can accommodate itselt 
to the effects of moderate smoking 
without noticeable harm. So light 
up and enjoy yourself if vou like 
to smoke, but be temperate and 
patronize those manufacturers who 
are honest. Personally we always 
have a soft spot for the manufac- 
turer who frankly stated that the 
coupon was what made his brand 

different. 


Who Is To Blame? 

The American banking associa- 
tions are greatly disturbed over the 
steady increase of embezzlements of 
funds by minor banking officials 
and employees. A new bankers’ or- 
ganization is being formed to com- 
bat this trend by orientation and 
education programs for banking 
personnel. However, there are indi- 
cations that the education is need- 
ed more among the top high-salar- 
ied bank officials. A Federal judge 
recently refused to sentence a cash- 
ier who embezzled $7,500. from a 
bank in Ohio. The judge told the 
bank officials that they were the 
ones who should be put in jail be- 
cause they paid the cashier such 
low wages that he was forced to 
steal to support his family in the 
proper way his job required. 

All over the country such cases 
have repeatedly occurred in which 
minor bank officials, paid meagre 
salaries out of which they were ex- 
pected to keep up appearances 
commensurate with their banking 
positions, have been forced to live 
and work under conditions that 
pressed upon them almost unbear- 
able temptations. Such men also 
carry most of the burden of the ac- 
tual operation of the banks while 
their high-paid bosses, often men 
of inherited wealth who quickly 
reached plush executive rank soon 
after college, put in short hours at 
their desks, take long and frequent 
vacations. The Ohio judge excori- 
ated the bank officials who were 
“bringing their cashier to justice.” 
Such officials are the ones who 
need the new banking “education- 
al” program. 








Protestants In 


Spain 
Four hundred leading Protestant 
clergymen have petitioned President 
Truman and the U. S. to end our 
aid to Franco when it is obvious 
that such aid is being used to per- 
petuate the Franco tyranny over 


the impoverished and _ helpless 
Spanish people. They further peti- 
tioned that no alliance be made be- 
tween the U. S. Government and 
the Franco Government until “the 
Spanish Government establishes 
full civil rights and freedoms of 
faith and worship in Spain.” 
Drawing upon many authentic 
sources of information, the four

freedom. But this is not what Congressmen McCarthy, McCarran, Velde 
and the others are looking for. 

You will find that their objects are twofold: first, to build them- 
selves up in the public eye as “champions of the people in the fight 
against communism”; and second, to draw to themselves the support of 
reactionary financial and industrial interests by their skillful but dishon- 
est hit-run smears of every liberal educator who, by his classroom teach- 
ings, has aroused the enmity of conservative business. If the professor 
has made a practice of explaining that permanent peace cannot come 
without world government or that public power development has served 
the nation’s interests where private power monopolies failed; that slum 
clearance and housing projects of some kind must come where capital- 
ism has failed to clear the slums; that it is the duty of government to as- 
sume greater responsibility for public health; — or has dealt with other 
such social problems that cannot be excluded from the classroom if 
young people are to be prepared to meet the issues of a changing world, 
—- then such educators will be smeared and vilified if the investigators 
can dig up anything to use against them. If the proportions run true to 
form, for one Red found, thirty or forty good men will be victimized, 
their rights as American citizens trampled upon. 

The trouble is, the wrong kind of thinking directs the job. An ap- 
pendectomy should not be undertaken by the village meatcutter. Con- 
sider the fact that Sen. McCarran, who is head of the Senate Committee 
investigating “un-American” activities and who has made so much noise 
about “the dangers to the American way of life,” is himself known to be 
on intimate terms with the most vile and lawless gambling interests in 
America and who are openly the senator’s most important backers in 
his home state of Nevada. (See Washington Post, Jan. 2, 1953) Then con- 
sider the fact that Sen. Ferguson of the same committee, who has made 
such broadside accusations against the Institute of Pacific Relations and 
everybody on it, as guilty of subversive influence, has himself been 
forced to admit that he belonged to the Institute of Pacific Relations un- 
til 1950! Consider also the fact that Sen. McCarthy’s record of financial 
deals, political double-crossing and a whole catalog of dishonest state- 
ments has brought him into disrepute with over half the Senate,— and 
then weigh the prospect that these are the types of minds who will now 
pontifically enter our campuses to question the scholars, educational of- 
ficials and scientists on their patriotism! Is this the sort of thing that is 
to represent 20th century American democracy? Remember, we are not 
saying that the campuses should not be surveyed and the situation ap- 
praised — but must it be done by such self-seeking dangerous ignor- 
amuses as the McCarthys and McCarrans and their ilk represent? 


HE KIND OF MEN WHO WILL LIKELY BE ATTACKED: Dr. 
Howard Shapley of Harvard, one of the world’s leading astronomers 
and mathematicians, likewise Dr. Haro'd Urey, Dr. Kirtley Mather, Enrico 
Fermi, all scientists of international renown and many others — some 
of whom slaved night and day for years to give America the atom bomb. 
Most top scientists have joined international organizations of friendship 
and societies to promote world understanding, to foster the exchange 
of scientific knowledge, for all scientists believe that knowledge should 
be above nationalism. Communists have also joined some of these or- 
ganizations and in some instances, as with the Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions, have sought to use the organizations for Communist purposes. 
What the congressional investigators never grasp: The scientists 
and scholars are convinced that atomic power and our new knowledge 
of the universe has brought us to an era where all narrow nationalism is 
dangerous and inadequate. They recognize the danger of communism 
and have made tremendous contributions towards building a military 
bulwark against both Nazi and Communist tyranny. Yet they recognize 
also that the Russians are human beings and the first victims of Commu- 
nist tyranny and thus that war offers no solution. So they will not bow 
to the narrow nationalism that dominates factions in Congress and large 
sections of the press. 

Because of their broad views and their willingness to join any or- 
ganization that promotes a wider understanding, whether Marxists are 
in it or not, such men will be accused by congressional investigators of pos- 
sessing “un-American views,” “subversive ideas,” or being “communistic 
thinkers,” as the thoughtless McCarthy now puts it, and thus should not 
be allowed to teach our youth. Time will show — and perhaps sooner 
than we realize, that these are the kind of men we need most to teach our 
youth. The few Communists who still remain on our campuses should 
be gotten out, but to drive out the great international minds and the 
many lesser scholars who will be victimized in any orgy of accusation 
would be a major catastrophe — a travesty on patriotism and American 
justice. Read again our suggestions above for dealing with college prob- 
lems, and write your congressman — write Eisenhower — your vioce will 
help and it may be decisive.
